The Bombay Sporting Magazine , the issue of which commenced in 1828, may be said to 
have been the first publication of the kind brought oat in India. At that time there was 
comparative peace in India, and the members of the various services had leisure to devote 
themselves to those manly, exhilarating, open-air amusements which India, in spite of certain 
drawbacks of climate, then afforded—does so still—and will, it is to be hoped, for many a year 
yet. Different hunts—such as the “ Deccan," “ Guzrat,” and others—were then in existence, 
and produced such riders as Lechmere, Roberts, Pruen, Baynes, Jacob, Wooraam—famed on 
the hill or jnngle side; while Shikar parties were organized against the lion, tiger, panther, 
bear, and bison, fearlessly led and animated by men like James Outram. 

The deeds then done formed favourite matter for discussion at the time among those 
concerned, and among neighbouring friends who had not had the good lack to join. But it was 
thought that the pleasure derived and information gained might well be extended to others by 
estatmshing a printed record of these sporting events. The Bombay Sporting Magazine was the 
result, and continued to appear regularly till 1833, when, for reasons not exactly known now— 
troublous times did not commence, until 1838—it ceased. 

Besides many spirited descriptions of “ deeds of derring do," both with the rifle and spear 
—with some amusing original contributions—poetry of no mean merit is to be found in the 
pages of the magazine, especially those famous sporting songs— 

The boar—the mighty boar—

ever; and the question was asked where they could he found, if still in print. Only one 
complete copy of the magazine was known to be in existence, and it was thought advisable to 
have a repnnt from this. The old edition was in five octavo volumes. A good deal of this 
balk was from old Racing Calendars. These had ceased to be of any interest, and it was 
resolved that the new edition should be in two volumes—retaining the Sporting Accounts, Tales, 
and Poetry, bat omitting the greater part of the Racing Tables. 

In this form it has been given to the public as an interesting relic of days gone by.

The many attacks upon the Bible which 
have been maae by scholars and others during 
the last century and a half, have had their due 
effect, spreading a sentiment of scepticism 
which is wholesome enough in its way, as tend¬ 
ing to foster a spirit of independent judgment 
in the minds of men; but few of those who 
think (or strive to think) in these islands pos¬ 
sess the opportunity of studying in the vernacu¬ 
lar a great mass of facts and opinions, drawn 
together in accessible form, upon the subject 
of Biblical religion. Dr. Inman deserves the 
thanks of all who would learn something upon 
this subject, for the industry and zeal with which 
he has collected instances and grouped facts, 
derived from a vast number of the books and 
monuments of all creeds. The unlearned world 
thus obtains a true idea of the formidable bat¬ 
teries that are playing upon the structure of three 
thousand years; that stronghold of which many 
of the defences have already crumbled away, 
and others are fast perishing, but which still 
contains the Palladium of Christendom, and 
claims the allegiance of the best part of 
civilization. No one, to whatever class or 
religious denomination he may belong, can 
deny to this vigorous writer the title of an 
earnest and independent Thinker. 

Dr. Inman’s pathetic preface would of 
itself disarm criticism. But his work on 
“ Ancient Faiths and Modern” really contains 
a number of accurate and important facts, 
calculated to lead the reader to a more histo¬ 
rical estimate of Christianity. We are no 
admirers of his former works on “ Ancient 
Faiths Embodied in Ancient Names,” in 
which he commits as many acts of treason 
against philology as there are pages in th® 


book. The present work is, happily, not 1 
on names, but on published collections of 
myths and legends, and on translations of 
sacred books, which can be verified. Of cri¬ 
tical tact, indeed, there is little or no displaT; 
but the argument, though quite in the rough, 
is effective. Christianity is not an unique reli¬ 
gion, but rooted in nature-worship, and hi 
sacred books are a medley of “gold, silver, 
precious stones, hay, stubble.” There 
however, remains the question. What is it that 
gives the Biblical literature and the Biblical 
religion its strange fascination to chOdien of 
the West? Granted that it has g rown wo 
naturally, granted that it is equalled or excelled 
in many points by other religions, is these not 
an undefined something which justifies its 
claim to be the religion of the highest races of 
the world, so long, that is, as they need a ie£- 
gion ? And is this undefined something really 
undefinable ? Dr. Inman appears to deny due 
stamp of superiority, but he writes in the spirit 
of the advocate, and has no true sympathy with 
the religions spirit in any of its mnmfheferinari 
His own sketch of a religion of the future, on 
p. 473, is of the most nnidealistic character. 

The appendix contains a letter by Mr. G. 
St. Clair on the origin of the Sabbath, followed 
by the remarks of the author. Mr. St, Chir 
should have referred to Mr. G. Smith's 
“Annals of Assurbanipal,” where he would 
have found full particulars as to the Assyrian 
Sabbath. Swum cuique. But it is going too 
far to infer with Dr. Inman that die 
was borrowed by the Jews from Babylonia m 
the time of the second Isaiah. What becomes 
of the Decalogue ? Did the Hebrews baring 
no religious forms with them from their early 
Mesopotamian home ?

They are chosen from different celebrated collections ; and so far as the etcher's work is con¬ 
cerned, it has received eulogy from all sides, for the perfection with which it reproduces and seems to 
convey the most delicate lights and shades. Even the colourist's hand could hardly satisfy the eye 
and the perceptions more than these plain illustrations, in which any one with artistic feeling can 
almost discern the very hues and tints of the originals.

This is an Imperial Edition and a really magnificent copy of a M&nchoo translation of the 
Chinese Buddhist Sutra entitled Wu-pan-jo-king. This extraordinary and highly interesting 
book contains the First Part, or about one-half of the entire Sutra ; which is of enormous extent, 
the portion contained in the present “ volume” consisting of 400 leaves, or 800 pages, with 31 
lines of matter on each page. The leaves are 2 feet long by 9 inches wide, and are beautifully 
printed in crimson letters on stoat paper, with a ruled border. The edges of the leaves are tinted 
with crimson, and marked with ornamental devices. The title of the book is richly wrought in 
raised letters of gold upon an incut board, with a handsome illustration at each end, protected by 
three layers of magnificently ornamented silken stuff in crimson, yellow, and Hold. Inside the 
title is a second series of four illustrations, brilliantly painted upon an incut board, and repre¬ 
senting allegorical figures seated respectively upon a horse, a tiger, a stag, and a dragon. These 
paintings also are protected by three double layers of richly designed silk. The whole book is 
enclosed in two strong crimson painted boards or covers, handsomely decorated with emblems of 
Felicity, the Law, Royal Authority, the Buddhist faith, &c. This book is a very splendid work 
of art, and an exceedingly rare specimen of Mongolian workmanship.

The Collection of Works in Cameo and Intaglio, formed by the third Duke of Marlborough and 
known as the “ Marlborough Gems,” has for nearly a century deservedly possessed a wide reputa¬ 
tion. To the archaeologist, the cabinet at Blenheim has always possessed a singular interest, from 
its including the collection of gems which had been formed by the famous Earl of Arundel, who,

“The fourth edition of the Rubaiyat, or 
quatrains of the ‘ Astronomer-Poet of Persia/ 
rendered into English by Mr. Fitzgerald, shows 
how attractive the expression of Oriental 
thought may be made to home readers, even 
when conveyed in the language with which 
they are most familiar. Nor does our own 
country stand alone in acknowledging the 
charm of this snccessful attempt to achieve a 
difficult end. The work has already become 
popularized in the United States. When we 
consider the lyrical and imaginative power 
evinced by the same translator in illustrating 
the genins of Greek tragedy for the benefit of 
his countrymen, we need feel no surprise that, 
once led to the contemplation of Persian poetic 
lore, he should be quite as much at home with 
Umar the Nishaburi as with JEschylus the 
Athenian. Measured, however, by the standard 
of ‘translation* (a word here used in the 
merest conventional sense), the reputation of 
neither the little-known Persian nor popular 
English text becomes enhanced by the varia¬ 
tions played upon the former. A poet, whose 
diction can be said to warrant so many inter¬ 
pretations as are observed in the several editions 
of Umar Khaiyam published by Mr. Quaritch, 
must indeed be a mystic of mystics: otherwise, 
his expounder lays himself open to the charge 
of more than once misapprehending that poet’s 
meaning. Readers would have reasonable 
excuse for entertaining suspicion in either 
sense. Let ns take for instance, the first 
stanza, according to the edition of 1859 :— 
Awake I for Morning in the Bowl of Night 
Has flung the Stone that puts the Stars to 
flight; 

And lo! the Hunter of the East has caught 
The Sultan’s Turret in a Noose of Light.’ 


In the present edition the opening stanza is 
thus expressed:— 

‘ Wake ! For the Sun who scatter’d into flight 

The Stars before him from the Field 
Night, 

Drives Night along with them from Heav’n, 
and strikes 

The Sultan’ Turret with a Shaft of Light.’ ”

ment in the cariosities of Oriental literature, 
will do well to read the little book, already in 
its fourth edition, ‘ Rubaiyat of Omar Ebay- 
yam ; and the Sol&mdn and Abs6l of Jimi* 
(Bernard Quaritch). The poems here ren¬ 
dered, with such verve and grace of English 
diction as will go far to convince the apprecia¬ 
tive reader, totally unacquainted though he 
may be with the original, that a worthy hand 
for the task of translation has been found, 
correspond in time with our Western medie¬ 
valism, ranging from the latter part of the 
eleventh to about the middle of tne fifteenth 
century. The earlier of the two poets repre¬ 
sented, Omar of Naishipur, in Khorasan, is 
said to have been a tent-maker. At all events, 
his ‘ takhallus,’ or poetical name, Khayyam, 
taken literally, signifies as much; thoagh it 
may of course be simply the retained surname 
of an hereditary calling, like Smith, Fletcher, 


Miller, and others, common among os. Kura- 
din Abdurrahman, who took the name of 
Jirni from his birthplace, a little town of 
Khorasan, came into the world more than 
three hundred years after Omar Khayyam; 
but there is no such apparent chronological 
difference between Jdmi’s mystical poems and 
the Rubaiyat, or stanzas, of Omar, as we 
should expect to find, by analogy with onr 
own progressive language. The philosophy, 
half sad, naif merry, of noth these poets, is as 
forward an element of their verse as is the 
fertile imagination which they share by com¬ 
munity of race. We have already spoken 
admiringly of the English translation. It is 
not only much neater than constructed verses 
usually are ; it is of itself a thing to praise; 
and some of the pieces, read merely aejwlished

This very beautiful and interesting MS. is 
a Commemoration (or Teskor) for public 
monthly reading in the Church. 

The first Commemoration is of the 
Passion of Christ, who is represented in the 
first Painting as welcoming Saints at the Door 
of Paradise—with allusion also to the meaning 
of the Saint's name, Maboe Zion (or Entrance 
to Sion) to whom the vol. is principally dedi¬ 
cated. 

The second Commemoration begins with 
the History of Tecla Mariam, whose life and 
Legend are illustrated throughout the first half 
of this volume, and narrates his childhood. 
[Abta Zion his father and his wife pray for a 
child, whom they resolve to name Maboe 
Zion. A strange Priest sleeps (see the 
Painting) at their house, but leaves behind 
him a favourite picture of the Virgin and 
Child, which the Boy finds and wears about 
his neck. The Father goes in quest of and 
finds the owner of the Picture, who takes 
charge of and educates the Boy, who is 
ordained Deacon, and is admitted into the 
Monastery of S. John of Libanos, where two 
Priests re-name him Tecla Mariam (Plant of 
Mary) and he becomes a public Teacher. This 
explains the first two Pictures. The next 
Painting represents the cure of the Boy's foot, 
and the staunching of its blood, by the Sacra¬ 
ment, &c., &c.] 

The second part of the MS., commencing 
with the six consecutive Paintings, contains 
the Legendary History of Gabra Christos or 


Christodulus, son of Theodosius, Emperor of 
Constantinople. In this occur curious and 
amusing Revelations by the Virgin Mary to a 
Priest and Apocryphal details of the Life of 
Christ, after which the story returns to Gabra 
Christos. 

The MSS. end with a Commemoration of 
the Miracles, Ac., wrought by the Patriarch 
Theophilus of Constantinople in the Palace 
of the Emperor Theodosius, who is repre¬ 
sented in one of the concluding paintings as 
seated on his throne, and reading the mysterious 
letter brought him by the Patriarch. The 
next paintings shew the miracles wrought at 
the tomb of the Martyr, and the penitent 
Emperor scattering gold to the poor. 

The Sections all conclude with a prayer 
for the Blessing of Tecla Haimanoth (plant of 
Faith) who founded the monastic system in 
Ethiopia. It is probable that this vol. was 
written for the use of a monk in one of the 
many monasteries which bear his name. It 
was also the property of some private indi¬ 
vidual whose name has been erased. 

The name of the scribe, or the date at 
which he wrote this MS. are not specified, but 
it cannot be less than 200 years old, and is a 
splendid specimen of Calligraphy. The 
Paintings, of which there are ninety-two, 
retain their brilliancy and freshness of colour, 
and are extremely curious and interesting. 

This MS. is indispensable to any one who 
should write the History of the Abyssinian 
Church.

This magnificent and valuable MS., mea¬ 
suring fifteen by thirteen, and in the Original 
thick wooden Binding, which has doubtless 
tended to its high state of preservation, is 
full of interest for Oriental Scholars. 

The Book of Enoch commences with 
these words: “ In the name of God the 
“ Merciful and Gracious, long-suffering and 


“ abounding in merer, and righteous, I write 
“ this Book of Enoch. May the gift of his 
“aid be with Waleta Giurgis for ever and 
“ ever. Amen.” It consists of 108 Chapters 
arranged, as is the whole MS., in three beauti¬ 
fully written partially rubricated paraUel 
columns on each folio, accompanied throughout 
with brief notes and various readings. At 
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Oriental Library 2 Ethiopio— continued, 
these are all in ASthiopic, and not in A mharic, 
the MS. is in all probability older than the rise 
of that language. 

This Book of Enoch was first published 
with an English translation by the late Abp. 
Laurence. Bathe’s MS., which was picked up 
accidentally by him on a bookstall, was veiy 
faulty, and the text as here presented would be 
very valuable for collation. The Book of 
Enoch is considered by most foreign critics to 
have been written anterior to the Christian 
era by about fifty or sixty years, and is in the 
New Testament quoted by the Apostle Jude. 
Hence it has been considered as Canonical by 
the Abyssinians. 

The Book qf Job opens thus : “ Ch. I of 
“Job. May his Blesssing be with poor 
“ Waleta Giurgis for ever and ever. Amen.” 


‘‘ Written in the month of Ahib.” TheVersion 
is made from the Septuagint, which it follows 
most closely, and would be of the greatest help 
towards correcting the text of mat verson. 
A portion only of the Appendix to Job which 
we find in the Septuagint has been translated. 
But the Scribe adds, “It was translated in 
Syria,’’ probably misunderstanding the word*, 
ovrog cp fitjvevtrat Ik rijg 2uptake 

The four Books of Kings are in the hand* 
writing of the same scribe, who merely adds at 
the conclusion, “ the Books of Kings are 
“ completed. Praised be God.” 

So far as an opinion can be formed from 
the general aspect of this MS., it most clearly 
be referred to the earliest class of jEthiopic 
MSS. The Book of Job in this language ha? 
never yet been printed.

I only know of one copy, 
which is in the British Museum. It was a very popular 
and widely-read book in the Old Abyssinian Chnrcb. 
It Is fully described as an important source for judging 
of the Doctrines of the Catholic Church by Ludolf 
(Hist, ill p. 346), and Bruce (Travels, i. p. 542), and 
contains devotions for different days of the week, 
especially ferlas quarta and quinta, and the Sabbath. 
At the conclusion is a curious formula of prayer for 
the Blessing of all Holy persons from Adam down¬ 
wards, not met with elsewhere. The name of the 
Scribe and the year in which he wrote this volume are 
on/ortnuately obliterated. But the name of the then 
reigning King remains, Shartsa Dengele, who occupied 
the throne from 1490 for nearly thirty years, in the 
twenty-sixth of which it is said to have been written. 
The volume (which is In the original thick boards) is 

{ jrotected by curses against any one who should pur- 
oin, tamper with, or remove it. It is perfect and in 
excellent condition.

This name Is similarly 
inserted upon an erosion In the Epigraph at the close, 
which runs as follows: “The Gospel of holy John, 
“ Sou of Zebedee, the Apostle, one of the xli, which he 
u wrote for the Ephesians after tbo Ascension of our 
“ Lord Jesus Christ in the body, in the year thirty, 
“ and in the seventh year of the Emperor Nero. May 
“ his prayer and blessing be with poor Barakata 
“ Selassd for ever.—Amen.” A short thanksgiving 
follows. 

The text offers many readings at variance with 
those of tiic received Ethiopic text.

Oth. Jl. 4 : 41). In the latter part of the MS. another 
scribe is mentioned, viz., Chaila Sdane.

Sir,—In the current number of the Edinburgh 
Review there is an article on “ Corea,” in 
which I find it stated (p. 300) that “ with the 
exception of some scanty notices collected by 
the earlier Jesuit missionaries in China, and 
by writers such as Kcempfer and Siebold in 
Japan, no published accounts of the geogra¬ 
phy or constitution of the Corean kingdom are 
m existence.” I have met with similar State- 
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ments elsewhere. I should be obliged, there¬ 
fore, if you would permit me to call attention 
through your columns to a work written by a 
Japanese author, Rinsifee, in 1786, called San 
Kokf Tsou Han To Sets, or ** A History of the 
Three Kingdoms,” viz., Corea, Yezo, and Loo- 
choo. This work has been translated into French 
by Klaproth, and is to be found among the 
publications of the Oriental Translation Fund. 

In 1856, after visiting Corea, I found Rinsi- 
fee*s book of great use in drawing up a paper 
on the subject, which I read before the Hong¬ 
kong branch of the Royal Asiatic Society.
